WATER RIGHTS GRANTED
IN JOSEPHINE COUNTY

During the quarter ending June 30,
1916, State Bngineer John H, Lewis
{ssued 187 permits for the appropria-
tion of water, including six for the
construction of reservoirs. Accord-
ing to these permits, it Is proposed to
irrigate 7,816 acres of land, store
1,440 gere feet of water and develop
power at a number of small In-
dividual power plants for private use.

To
cover holos i plece of paper i» gloed
over the edges and s left larger than
the hole until dry. It ts then cut down
to the proper size, and the edges are
wandpapered untll smooth.  After all
wich fepaies are made the letiers are
mwuinted on lirge white sheets and pre-
